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PREFACE. 



This edition of 5Der %hx(S} ber Sd^önl^eit has been pre- 
pared at the request of the publisher in view of the fact 
that the story has been recommended as preparatory read- 
ing by the Committee of the New England Association 
of Colleges and Preparatory Schools. Excepting the intro- 
duction of the official spelling and the correction of a 
few obvious misprints, the text is meant to be an exact 
reprint of pages 133-177 of the first volume of Riehl's 
©efammelte ©efd^id^ten unb Sioöetten, published by Cotta 
at Stuttgart in 1879. In writing the grammatical and lex- 
ical notes I have had in mind learners of about a year's 
experience in the study of German. But while thus ex- 
pecting that the book would be used in connection with 
somewhat elementary work I have not expected that the 
notes would take the place of dictionary and grammar, or 
do the work of class-room drill. In this matter it has 
seemed to me better to err, if at aU, on the side of par- 
simony. Since the story is a work of art I have thought 
that the student should be encouraged to give some at- 
tention to its literary qualities. Hence the brief discussion 
of the SiobeUe in the Introduction.

INTRODUCTION. 



The story 3)er %hxd) ber ©d^ön^eit is one of a long series 
of historical novelettes written by Professor W. H. Riehl, 
oif the University of Munich. In his youth — he was bom 
in 1823 — Riehl studied theology, but this he soon aban- 
doned in favor of the historical pursuits that have fur- 
nished him his life work. In 1853 he brought out his 
"Natural History of the People," a work which soon after 
procured for him a call to the chair of civics ^ at Munich, 
where he has since lived and taught. His favorite field 
has always been the history of the German people, more 
especially that kind of history which is called in German 
Äulturgefd^id^te ; in which line he has been one of the most 
popular and influential writers of his time. Combining 
the role of popular teacher with that of the scholar he 
has written a large amount of fiction, his favorite literary 
form being that of the Stobette. Taken in the aggregate 
RiehPs fifty or more ^lobeHen, illustrative of German life 
during the last thousand years, form a very interesting and 
deservedly popular historical picture gallery.

But, now, what is a 5Rot)effe ? The word corresponds in 
form only, not in meaning, to the English 'novel'. In Eng- 
lish we make but little use of the word ' romance ' as the 
name of a particular literary type, and when we do use it, 
we do not distinguish the * romance ' very sharply from the 
* novel' Both names apply to any long prose fiction, 
while a shorter work of the same kind is usually called by 
us simply a 'story ' or perhaps a * jiovelette.' But in Ger- 
man, such 'novels' as those of Scott, Dickens, George 
Eliot, Hawthorne, are always called Slomane, the Sloöeffe 
being something quite different. The Jloman has an elab- 
orate plot, numerous characters, and its essence is an intri- 
cate history. The Slobelle is shorter and simpler in its 
make-up, and its essence is an interesting situation.' Goethe, 
to be sure, seems to have held that the characteristic 
property of a true 5Robeffe is the novelty, the unheard-of- 
ness, of the occurrence described.* But this conception 
is not now commonly adopted. 

But if we describe the Slobelle as essentially the picture 
of a situation, we must always bear in mind the great liter- 
ary principle insisted on in Lessing's Soofoon, that direct 
description of things is not the best way to give us a vivid

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meptal picture of then^. The true master of the 5Rot|effe 
* pictures * piily indirectly, his business being with a story 
of occurrences. The merit he has to aim at is rapidity qf 
movement ; something must be happening all the time and 
the movement of events must not be interrupted by philos- 
ophizing and description. On this point Riehl has often 
taken occasion to express himself. Thus in one place, 
speaking of his liking for the German word ©efd^id^te, he 
writes : " The name admonishes that something be con- 
tinually happening (ba^ ettoag fll^fc^^^O- ^^^ ^9^ fjsflection, 
but action, tie and untie the knot, anc} that the pleasure of 
narrating be not smothered by the pleasure of describing and 
philosophizing." " But whoever really narrates," he con- 
tinues, "seeks first of all the clear firm outline of the 
action ; light and shade he merely suggests, while collateral 
embellishments and the far horizon of the background are 
left by him to be imagined instead of being elaborated in 
words. His highest goal consists in being coarse externally, 
but fine inside, parsimonious without, but rich within." ' 

In another place, right in the teeth of his own theory, he 
interrupts the flow of his narrative to say of his hero and 
heroine : 

" Their intercourse proceeded as in a genuine Sjtpü^.e : 
they simply narrated right on ( /. e,, went right on telling

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each other the story of their lives) ; they did not sentiment- 
alize, nor preach, nor philosophize. But afterwards, when 
they had separated, it seemed to them as if they had mut- 
ually communicated all sorts of wonderful feelings, although 
they had simply and faithfully related facts. . . . The poetry 
of the heart works most charmingly when it is uttered in 
the act, but unspoken in words.* " 

The "Curse of Beauty" is among the best of the novel- 
ettes in which Riehl has exemplified these theories. It is 
a combination of the love-story, the character-study, the 
tale of adventure and the fable with a moral. The merit 
of it consists, to no small degree, in the literary skill with 
which these four aspects of the story are held in equipoise, 
so that no one of them is ever lost sight of, while at the 
same time no one of them is allowed to acquire a marked 
ascendency. The title seems to suggest that the starting- 
point of the tale in its author's mind was a * lesson.* It is 
a familiar fact of experience that the supposed blessings we 
all long for often prove a bane to their possessor. We feel 
instinctively, however, that he who possesses what all men 
long for ought to be envied ; and if it appears in a partic- 
ular instance that he is to be pitied instead, the case sets us 
thinking : there is that in it which appeals strongly to two 
deep-seated proclivities of human nature, the love of mor- 
alizing and the love of paradox. Hence literature in all its

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Strata, from the great epics and dramas down to the ktest 
trashy novel, teems with illustrations of the curse of beauty;, 
riches, honor, power, knowledge or some other of life's 
coveted blessings. The idea meets us often in mythology^ 
and furnishes a leading w^/^ in many a tragic fiction in prose 
and verse.' 

But if the theme in one form or another is common 
Tsnough, our author has at least given it a novel illustration 
in the character of a handsome young man who fails to 
* get on * in the world because of his beauty. The pith of 
the story so far as the ' lesson ' is concerned is this : A 
pair of doting parents have bom to them an exceptionally 
handsome child. Foolishly proud of his beauty they pro- 
ceed to spoil him and let him get his head filled with 
silly notions about his own worth and destiny. The result 
is that when he sets out to make his way in the world every- 
thing goes wrong with him ; the seat of the trouble being 
always in appearance, his beauty, but in reality the silly 
notions. Finally a great misfortune destroys his beauty 
and refines and clarifies his mind. That the 'curse' 
which beset his getting on is lifted at the last we are not 
told ; but we care little for that since all his ideas of get-

The scene of the story is laid in the regipn of the rivpr 
Lahn in what is now the Prussian province of Hesse- 
Nassau. 

The time is that of the Thirty Years* War, the darkest 
and most distressing period of German history. The war 
itself, though we are not introduced directly to any pf \^ 
great events or leading actors, fgrms all along, with i^^ hid- 
eous barbarity and lawlessness, the sombre backgrqupd pf 
the picture. This being so, it seems proper to devote a few 
words in this place to the war as a whole, in prcier that the 
small fragment of it and the many allusions to it whjich our 
story presents may be the better understood. 

The Thirty Years* War began in i6i8, with the revolt of 
the Protestants of Bohemia, which was then largely Pro- 
testant, against the oppressive acts of their fanatical Cath- 
olic king, Ferdinand. In March, 1619, the Bohemians de- 
cl^ured their throne vacant and chose as their king the yoi^Qg 
Elector Palatine, Frederick V. A few months later Ferdi- 
oand got himself crowned Holy Roman Emperor and at 
once set about the reduction of Bohemia. Supp.orte4 by 
the Holy League, Austria, Bavaria and Spain, he equipped 
an army of thirty thousand men and placed tl^ien^ under 
the command of Field-Marshal Tilly. The Bohemians 
were backed only by the Palatinate, whose Elector was 
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their king, and by an army of four thousand men under 
Count Mansfeld, sent to their aid by the Evangelical Un- 
ion. In November, 1620, Mansfeld's army was routed at 
Prague and the Union forthwith dissolved. The Emperor 
after wreaking savage vengeance upon Bohemia sent his 
army into the Palatinate, which, in the course of three 
years was completely subjugated and given to Maximilian 
of Bavaria. This ends the first phase of the war. 

The second phase extends from 1623 to 1629 and is 
marked by the campaigns of the imperial armies under 
Tilly and Wallenstein against a combination of North Ger- 
man princes under King Christian IV., of Denmark. By 
1629 the Protestants had been beaten on every hand and 
the Danish king compelled to promise complete abstention 
from future interference in the affairs of Germany. 

At this point King Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden ap- 
pears on the scene and the third and most dramatic chap- 
ter of the great struggle begins. The Swedish king landed 
in Germany in the summer of 1630. Some of the North 
German princes at once joined him ; with others, however, 
he was compelled to negotiate, so that more than a year 
passed before he was ready for action against the imperial 
armies. September 17, 1631, together with his German 
allies he met Tilly at Breitenfeld, near Leipsic, and neariy 
annihilated him. The following spring a second batde was 
fought on the banks of the Lech in which Tilly was mortally 
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wounded, and his army, tne whole force of the League, was 
so badly beaten that it dispersed. The victorious Swedes 
now marched southward into Bavaria, white their allies oc- 
cupied Bohemia, the original seat of the war. The Protes- 
tant cause was everywhere triumphant. In his straits the 
Emperor now recalled Wallenstein, whom he had jealously 
forced into retirement. Wallenstein soon raised a large 
army and with it gave battle to the Swedes at Lützen, in 
1632. The latter won the fight but lost their king. 

Gustavus Adolphus had become not only the military, but 
the moral mainstay of the Protestant armies. After his death 
the war went on, to be sure, as before, but it speedily changed 
character. It ceased to be a battle for principle and be- 
came a chaos of conflicting political and personal interests. 
As we follow its history, each year seems to bring to view, like 
the turn of a kaleidoscope, a new arrangement of the con- 
tending forces. France, whose money had aided Sweden 
from the outset, now sent soldiers also to aid in humbling the 
House of Hapsburg. These French soldiers made terrible 
havoc in the countries occupied by them, notably in Bavaria 
and Hesse. In the latter — the scene of our story — more 
than four hundred towns and villages were destroyed in 
the course of the war. The Swedes, whose splendid cam- 
paigns under Torstenson form the most interesting feature 
of this the last stage of the war, were still fighting in Bo- 
hemia, when the news of the Peace of Westphalia reached 
them in 1648. 
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It was in the latter half of the war that the * free soldier ' 
acquired most prominence and did most mischief. This 
was the military adventurer, the man who had adopted war 
as his business and looked upon his available fighting 
strength, whether it was his single arm or the squadron, 
regiment or army under his command, simply as his capi- 
tal to be invested where he saw the best promise of pay. 
It was these free soldiers, ranging through the country or 
quartered on the people in greater or smaller bands, de- 
pending upon pillage for their living and their pay, caring 
not a pin on which side they fought, acknowledging no au- 
thority but that of the mercenary leader who might change 
his allegiance any day, becoming gradually brutalized be- 
yond description by constant association with plunder, 
arson, rape and murder — it was these free soldiers who 
carried destruction and demoralization into the nooks and 
crannies of the land where the great organized armies did 
not penetrate. And if we add the atrocities committed by 
the great armies themselves, for example, the massacre of ' 
one hundred and thirty thousand people at Magdeburg by 
Tilly's troops, we get some faint idea of the horrors of the 
epoch to which our story carries us back.
